I aceordingly address you, and through you 
the other Consuls and my countrymen, giving my construction of 
the treaty and regulations, upon ecieel enw points, as well 
as a few directions in relation to ships, passports, &c. ; and sume 
general astions in reference to the co-operative policy agreed 
upon by the representatives of the ‘Treaty Powers at Peking.

China, but might lead to complications with other treaty powers. 
I accordingly; in my dispatch No. 44, expressed myself in this 
sense; and iy views were “ specially commended ” by the Govern- 
ment. I therefore reiterate them to the end that such service may 
he discouraged. ‘The British Government ha; already withdrawn 
its permission to its officers to take military service; and every 

effort has: been, and is being, made, by the British Minister at 

Peking, to induce the Chinese to strengthen themselves so as to

ee yeeping troops in China, but trom the common danger of a Chinese 
force headed by adventurers. :

lam instructed by the Secretary of State, in a 
dispatch dated July 5th 1864. No. 78. to give my at- 
tention to the accounts of the Consuls in China. Since 
the receipt of this instruction I have carefully examin- | 
ed the returns.and accounts which have passed through 
my hands, and I have found very great irregularity 
prevailing; no two officers in fact rendering them in 
the same manner. This is not strange, as the “ Consuls 
Manual” contains many conflicting instructions in these 
matters. 
_ With a view to remedy this irregularity, I have 
prepared the following tables. They are intended

fot salaried officers, and if earefully observed, will 
greatly facilitate the work in this office, and i think, 
also at the Departments. 

In addition to recommending a very careful obser- 
vance of the instructions of the ‘ Manual” and circulars, 
even of those which may seem to be merely conven- 
tional, I offer the following special recommendations. 

First. Each Account or Return should be dated and 
signed as in form No. 17. ; 

Second. Inclosures should be numbered, rather than 
lettered. Vouchers should be endorsed and numbered. 
The special form No. § is recommended. All inclosures 
and vouchers should be folded of even size, so far as 
convenient. 

Third. Separate dispatches should accompany the 
several sets of accounts and returns as grouped in the 


tables.
